The Debate on the Bill to reftrain the 
Eaft-India Company from appointing 
Commiffioners of Supervifion, con- 
tinued from p. 56. 


Sir William Meredith. 
IR, I do not 


with to trouble 
the Houfe, but 
as I had the 
honour of be- 
# ing in that com- 
# mittee, I only 
beg leave to in- 
form the . ho- 


nourabie genticman, that we were 


appointed to enquire into their affairs, 


and not to redrefs gricvances. The hon. 


gent. (Mr. E, Burke} has difplayed - 


his rhetoric with his cuftomary faci- 
lity. He compares the two committees 
to a jack: he fays, the fecret one is like 
the flier, and the other like the weight, 
I agree with him in the fimile, but 
draw a very different conclufion. _ Sir, 
between the heavy ponderous weight 
at/one end, and the quick motion of 
the flier, the dith is prepared, and ren- 
dered fit for the houfe to digeft, 

Lord G. Germain.—Sir, I rife up to 
fhew that I have acted confiftentiy 
throughout this affair. The way, Sir, 
in which this bill was introduced I ob- 
jected to; and I fincerely with it had 
come to us through any other channel 
than a Secret Committee. When, Sir, 
two honourable gentlemen in the di- 
reétion of India affairs ftood up, and 
pledged themfelves that no Supervifion 
fhould go out, I then wifhed that Par- 

liament would not interfere, unlefs 
they attempted to proceed: but fince I 
have heard their Counfel at the bar, the 
very arguments which they advance 
againit tife bill, are the greateft proofs 
of the urgent neceflity for it; and, Sir, 
had thofe gentlemen been engaged to 
defend the bill, they could not have 


ftarted arguments more effeétual for 
that purpofe than thofe which we have 
heard. againft it, The evils in India 
are of that magnitude, that the Parlia- 
ment only can reform them, Has not a 
member, in his place, (Mr. Sykes) been 
accufed of extorting from the mifer- 
able natives of India, by an arbit 
and oppreffive tax, a-great part of his 
wealth? Has he not been refolutely 
told by an evidence (whom he interro- 
ated himfelf) that the illegal tax of the 
Aottut was a great part taken by him- 
felf for his drefs and table. Are fuch 
men, Sir, who have rioted with 
an unrelenting cruelty in the diftrefles 
of their milerable  fellow-creatures, 
reper perfons to reftore the current of 
juftice, and regulate the mifchiefs 
which their iniquity has produced 2 
No, Sir; and as Parliament only can 
remedy the evil, and as Parliament are- 
9 able to do it, I am heartily for the 
bill; ; 
Lord North.—I did not intend to have 
faid any thing to the bill; I am fatis- 
fied it has as general an affent as any 
matter that ever eame within the houfe ; 
but, Sir, as I haye been particularly al~ 
luded to by an honourable gentleman 
over the way, (Mr. Burke) I hall beg 
the indulgence of the houfe for a few 
moments. ‘The honourable gentleman

ment has plundered the Eatt-India 
Company of 2,000,000l3; Sir, the 


400,000]. a year was obtained from | 


them. for the feryice of the public, 
and not for the emolument of the Mi- 
nifter; and, Sir, fince their affairs have, 
turned out in fo wretched a manner, I 
am of opinion that the 2,000,000l. is 
much better employed in this country 
than in India, to build walls round 
their camps, with locks and keys, to 
keep the men from deferting. I think, 
Sir, it is allowed that Parliament have 
a right over the India Company, and 
that Parliament can do them fervice ;

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the other allowed, no objection of any 


confequence can be made to the bill :/ 


and I confefs; when the matter was firft 
prepofed to me, I confidered it as I do 
now, as‘en expedient highly juftifiable, 
and no lefs neceflary. 
. Lord Clive.—1 will not trefpafs on 
the indulgence of the: Houle but a few 
minutes. | am forry, Sir, to find the 
India Company contending with Par- 
liament ; becaufe whenever their rights 
to territorial p:ffeffions are examined 
into, they will be difputed, and ihe 
Crown become the actual poffeffor of 
them. I confider the interefls of the 
‘nation and the company as infeparable, 
and, with vefpeé to the Supervifion, [ 
was, and continue ‘o be, againftit: but, 
Sir, at the fame time, I confider this 
bill as an exeition of parliamentary 
authority, yet extremely neceflary, and 
I could have wifh'd thatthe company 
had met the houfe half way, inftead of 
petitioning, and quarrcliing with the 
mouth that is to feed them. With 
refpe&t to the gentlemen nominated 
‘for the Supervifion, they are them- 
“felves the beft judges whether their a- 
bilities and integrity are equal to the 
important fervice in which they were 
toengage. Had they, Sir, known the 


Eaft- indies as well as I do, they would 
fhidder at the bare idea of fuch a 


perplexing aud difficult fervice. Sir, 
the moft rigid integrity, with the 
greatett difintcreflednefs, the greateft 
abilities, with refolution and perfeve- 
rance, muft be united in the man or 
men, whe under ake to reform the ac- 
cumulating evils which exift in Ben- 
gai, and which threaten to involve the 
nation and the company in one com- 
mon ruin. 


The houfe was cleared for a divi- - 
ficn juft before twelve, when the num-. 


bers were 153 for the.third reading, 
and 28 againit it. 
Monday 21. The Houfe received 
the report of the committee appointed 
to examin: the f-veral laws now in be- 
ing relative to the affize of bread, for 
the fub{tance of which report fee Vol, 
XLII.p.595.Adjourned toWe'nefday. 
Wednejday 23. Mr. T. Townfend 
moved, that an enquiry into the grounds 
of the expedition againft the Caribbs 
in the ifland ef St. \incent’s be re- 
ferred to the 27th of January enfuing. 
Thurfday 24. Several bills received 
the ‘Royal affent by commiffion, and 
the Houfe adjourned to the roth of 
January. 
Tuefday, Jan. 19. The Houfe met 
according to adjournment, aud Peccived 
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feveral petitions, but no debate of con- 


fequence enfued, b 
Wednefday 20. Mr. T. Townfend 
moved for poftponing the affair of St. 
Vincent's to a farther day.. And Mr. 
R. Whitworth gave notice, that, in 
the courfe of the enfuing weeky he 
fhould move for an amendment in-the 
dog act. : 
Thurfday 21. The Houfe refolved 
itfelf into a committee on Mr. Pul- 
teney’s motion for bringing in a bill 
for encouraging forzigners to lend mo- 
ney on eftates in the Weft-Indies on 
mortgages, and to authorize them to 
fell the lands fo mortgaged for the re- 
payment of their priacipal and intereft 
at the end of a certain term, and un- 
der ceitain reftriétions.—As this bill 
has fince pafled into a law, and is 
rather of a locai than g<neral tendency, 
it may be {ufficient jult to thew the in- 
tention of it without entering partjen- 
larly into the debate: upon it,. The 
intention of it, Mr. Pownal faid, is to 
procure money for the cultivation of 
the fugar lands at an eafier rate than 
it can be obtained at prefent. Fo- 
reigners have hitherto. been reftrained 
from lending money to the-plant rs on 
account of the difhculty in recovering 
it: one object of the bill is to remove 
that difficulty, by granting the senders 
leave to mortgage, and to enable the 
borrowers to apply to chancery, after 


' a certain number of years to be agreed 


upon, for leave to fell the lands fo 
et oe to pay themielves.. The 
objections made to this’ bill were frivo- 
lous; 1. That, if it paffed into a law, 
it would reduce the price of fugars ; 
2. That it would affe& our ftocks, as 
the Dutch would fell out to lend at 
higher interch ; 3. That, as collateral 
fecurity’ is required by the lende s for 
the regular payment of the intercft, 
thofe houfes that give'the fecurity wil 
engrofs the commiffions; 4thly and 
laftly, it was objected, That it would 
encourage fmuggling ; thele objections 
appearing to the Houle as ‘rifling, the 
bill was {uffered to pafs with little op- 
pofition. 

Friday 22. Being the day on which 
the papers relative to the affair of St. 
Vincent’s, moved for by Mr. T. 
Townfend, were to he laid before the 
Houle, that gentleman forther moved, 
That this day fortnight be appointed 
for the enquiry, which, «fter fome ex. 
planations on the part of the miniftry, 


was ‘granted. 
Monday 25. This day Mr. Moack.-. 
worth 








worth prefented a petition from a fet 
of gentiemen affociated for the pur- 
‘pole of eftablifhing 4 new glafs manu- 
fastory in this kingdom, praying to be 
incorporated, and that their joint ftock 
ovly may be made an{werable for the 


payment of their debts. A committee \ 


was appointed to draw up the bill ; but 
it was itrongly oppofed when brought 
in, on the ground of introducing a 
dangerous precedent, and on that of 
the governing principle on which the 
bill was framed ; namely, not being 
liable to. pay more than a certain fum, 
and at the fame time being at liberty 
to extend their credit as-far as it might 
go: an idea, Mr, Attorney General 
faid, which contradiéted every rule of 
jultice ;-of ‘legal compenfation ; and 
every eftablifhed notion of trade and 
commerce. [ Ités fill before the Houje.} 
Tuefday 26. Mr. Sawbridge moved 
for leave to bring in a bill to fhorten 
the duration of Parliaments. 
Mr. Sawbridge.| However anxi- 
ous my withes are vpon this occafion, 
I mutt confefs that I do not flatter my- 
felf with any hopes of prefent fuccefs. 
For I cannot expec any affiftance from 
thofe members of the Houfe who are 
now in adminiftration, nor from thofe 
who have been in adminittration, nor 
yer from thofe enthufialtic general ad- 
mirers of the revolution, who. hold 
every thing as facred that has flowed 
from it ; and think, becaufe it was a 
remedy for tormer evils,’ that we need 
not concern ourfelves about its, fub- 
fequent abufes, For my own part, I 
own I differ fo mucn from thefe iatt 
gentlemen, that, in my opinion, it 
were better to have had no revolution, 
and to have continued our old race.of 
tyrants, than to fee a feptennial Par- 
lhament eftablifhed under aay family 
whatever. The enly fupport the pre- 
fent motion can expe&, muft come 
from thofe who a& on a genuine, un- 
mixed principle of public good, and 
an ovinion of the duty they owe to 
their conitituents: in fcrt, from thofe 
who confider themfelves, as they are, 
the fervants, not the matters of the 
people. Whatever may at prefent be 
the number of fuch repyetentatives, I 
will continue to truit that’a day muft 
at lenoth cone, when they will once 
more compofe a majority in this Houfe, 
and rettore to us again that honett and 
equal conftitution, to which this na- 
tron is indebted for all its glory and 
piofperity, and by which aione the 
people can again enjoy juttice, fecuri- 
ty, and happinefs, 
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The Lord- Mayor. 1 defireto fecond 
this motion, though with as little ex- 
pectation of prefent fuccefs as my-ho-- 


nourable friend who moved ‘it. IT know’: 


too well the difpofition of this Houfe,. 
and the reafons which the majority 
have to prefer a feven years to a thorter 
leafe, to believe that any propofal,. 
which tends to alter their fituation, ° 
will be admitted. However, I hope, 
and firmly truft, that he will perfevere 
in an annual repetition of this motion, 
undifmayed with the prefent-reception 
it may meet with. .

duce from neceffity the only faving 


meafure of a fhort Parliament, which 
is now denied to right and juftice.

ply; when Mr. Oliver rofe and made 
the following {peech : 

Mr. Oliver. 
in behalf of adminiftration, ** and of 
oppofition jointly ;”” 
fubject they appear to be united. And 
I defire to give a few reafons in, favour 
of a great majority of this Houfe, who 
are going to vote againft the prefent 


queltion, without urging any argu- : 


ment at all in their own juftification.

By the wife conftitution of this coun- ' 


try, the executive part of government 
was entirely velted in the King, A 
fixed and permanent (yftem of laws 
was eftablithed as the meafure of his 
government, The forms and ceremo- 
nies of legal proceedings were intruft- 
ed to the judges ; but the folid appli- 
cation of juttice, and the difpolal of 
their property, remained folcly in the 
people

people. Of fuch a tonftitution an dc- 
eafional or foort Parliament was a ne- 
ceffary part;—a part of the ConsTt- 
TUTION, but no part of the GovERN-

appointed to govern ; but merely 'to be 
a check upon government, to watch 
over the: King and the courts of juftice, 
to guard the rights and privileges of the 
people, andin their name, and by their 
appointment and direétion, to grant ec- 
cahonal {upplies for national purpofes. 

The natural cenfequence (which in- 
deed we have experienced) of loxg Par- 
linments, is to make them ferget and 
ntgle& the very ends of their inftitu- 
_ tion; and to confider themfelves no 
Jonger as delegates of the peeple, but 
as perfons choien for feven years tobe 
the abfolute governors of the country. 
_ Long Parliaments are equally. injuri- 
ous to the awful power of the Crown, 
and to the fecurity of the people. The 
fole exclufive right of executive go- 
vernmentis taken from the ove, and 
the neceffary chéck is Joft to the other, 
In one werd, the Parliament, which 
‘was appointed to watch over, is be- 
come itfelf the Adminifiraiion. The 
faithful race of thepheids dogs ‘is ex- 
tin&; and, by an unnaiura! copula 
tion, a breed of wolves are ieft to 
guard the flock. 

Sir, I do not attempt by inference 
and probable conciufions to foretel 
what will come to pais; I {peak of 
what wehave feen. [ had the honour 
to fecond the motion of a learned mem- 
ber of this Houfe (who I.am forry 
is not this day preient) fer an en- 
quiry into the condoét of the courts of 
juftice. It was rejected. 
ftanding an acknowledged amp'e pro- 
vifion had before been made for the 
Crown, it is not long fince half a mil- 
lion was voted in this Houfe to his Ma- 
jehy. When an enquiry into the ap- 

Jication of it was rcquefted, that was 

ikewife refofed. Whenever any na- 
tional fupply is moved for, however 
enormous the fui, it is ieadily grant- 
ed: for the adminiftration, who re- 
ceive it, fit upon the‘e benchis. When- 
ever an effeéfual enquiry into the ap- 
plication of money is moved for, it is 
as 1eadi y refuled : for the adminiftra- 
tion, who apply it, fit upon thefe 
benches. The pio.eedines of courts 
ef juttice, and the application of pub- 
lic money, were formerly the great 
objects of Parliamenta: y enquiry. They 
feem vow to be confidercd as a mifem- 
loyment of time, and a derogation 
from the dignity of a Brit fh Senate, 


Notwith- | 
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Inftead' of thefe trifling confiderati- 
ons, our attention is now drawn off te 
more folemn and important. fabjects of 
legiflation aud debate. We fill con- 
tinue to bea check indeed—a check 
upon hackney coachmen. Whilft we 
pals over the common vulgar topics of 
public juftice, And millions of public 
treafure, the moft minute enquiry into 
their condu& is permitted. An a&t 
has lately ‘been paffed to oblige them 
to hold im their hands the ftrings of 
their coaches: another was propofed 
laft feffions to determine how many 
paffengers they thowid fuffer to ride on 
the outfide: and the next may poffibly 
produce another to oblige them to pull 
off their hats to their cuftomers. Sub- 
lime contemplations! whick fhort Par- 
liaments would not have time to ripen 
into laws. 
tions of legiflation | fuch the important 
occupation! fuch ‘the natural confe- 
quence of long Parliaments ! 

But, Sir, betides thefe great advan- 
tages of long Parliaments ~ Apmr- 
NISTRATION PARLIAMENTS,— the 
Crown is by their means delivered 
from any humihating obligation te the 
people. Doesthe King want money ? 
Adminiftration wili fupply him.—— 
Theirs is the grant, snd to them only 
is the obligation; an obligation eafily 
repaid by fuffering thoie who vote it to 
fhare jargely of «he plander. 

Under fuch circumfances as thefe 
the gentiemen conneéted with Admi- 
niftration ave furely jaftifiid in vot- 
ing againtt the prefent queftion; te 
do otherwite, would be an a& of fui- 
cide. 

The fame confiderations wiil ferve 
tojuftify she bulx of Oppofition who 
vote againft the prefeat wuciion: they 
have already been, and it is not im- 
probabte to fuppose that they may-a- 
gain be in office on the jeme plan, 
They have therefore no objeétion to 
a long, Adminifiration Parliament, 

rovided themfelves compoie a part of 
it, The expeétation of this I sppre- 
hend to be the chief ‘cement of their 
union ; and it is merely an act of felf- 
defence to vote againft a-fhort Par- 
liament, whofe <onfequences, by ex- 
cluding them from a thare in Admi- 
niftration, muft neceffarily bre’k them 
in pieces. 

Such, Sir, appearing to me the real 
motives for rejecting the prefent quef- 
tion, and the only argumen’s that can 
be truly urged againtt it, 1 have.aéted 
a fair and candid pzit, by giving the

Such are the worthy no-: 
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whale ftrength of the adverfary’s de- 
fence, and by not fuffering thofe jufti- 
fying reafons to lie cancealed which 
their modefly might not perhaps pershit 
them to avow. 

Fer my own part, Sir, having no 
eonnection, and being determined ne- 
ver to have any, either with thofe who 
are, or have been, or may hereafter 
be, in Adminiftration, I have none of 
their reafons to reftrain me from fol- 
lowing my principle. I abhor a long,. 
abfolute, Adminiftration Parliament, 
becaufe it leads dire&tly and by hafty 
fteps to the very Jaft dregs of defpo- 
tifm. I think that human (ecurity can- 
not receive, nor humen policy devile, a 
more lafting and efficacious fecurity 
than real reprefentatives of the people 
affembled in Parliament, dort in its 
duration and fefion, fovereign ‘in. its 
power of controul,but ftripped of every 
attribute of executive government. 

Mr. Duntze.—Sir, { mukt implore 


the patience of the Houfe for a few, 


minutes, and intreat their indul- 
gence for my defeéts. TI pretend to 
no excellence as a fpeaker,. I am fenfi- 
ble of my inability, and. feel myfelf 
very unequal to the tafk of fpeaking 
before fo refpe&table and honourable an 
affembly. But, Sir, | cannot content 
myfelf with giving a filent vote upon a 
fubjeét like this. I think it highly im- 
portant, and we’l worthy the attention 
and debate of this Houfe. I have a 
very great refpeét for the character of 
the honourable. member who moved 
this queftion, though I have not the 
honour of his acquaintance : and I am 
confident, that he is well perfuaded 
of the propriety of the motion he has 
made; and yet, Sir, I own my fenti- 
ments differ very widely from his.

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Defiription of the Natural Hiftory Plate. 


Defeription A the Oriole, the Oriolus 
Galbula of Linnaeus. (See the plate.) 
TH! § is one of the few European 

birds that ufe, like thofe of India, 
an uncommon caution in the placing of 
their nefts. Nor is the reafor in thefe 
happy climates very evident. In the tor- 
rid zone, the feathered tribe have caufe 
to fear the fearch of the wanton mon- 
kies, or the gliding of the deftroying 
ferpents, both which are® continual 
enemies to birds and their little broods. 
To elude, therefore, their cruelties, 
they endeavour to fix their nefts be- 
yond the reach of the deftroyers,. at 
the very extremity of a f{pray, or at 
the end of a weak. bough, 

This builds its ncft between the 
forks of the extremity of fome branch, 
generally of an antient oak, and forms 
it of ftraw, end filaments of hemp, 
Joofely put together : its eggs are of a” 
whitith colour, marked with great 
brownifh {pots. 

The bird is of the fize of a throftle ; 
but the cock is in part of a colour that 
rivals thoie of India; the head and 
whole back antl body being of a biight 
gold colour ; the wings biack with a 


fine yellow bar ; the tail block with its . 


ends of a rich yellow. The female 
is of a duller hue; the parts which are 
yellow in the male, are in this of a dull 
green. ; 

They are found in moft places of the 
Continent of Europe, but particularly 
the fouthern parts: they fced on ber- 
ries, figs, and other fruits.

TRE Work upon the Barometer 

and Thermometer, or upon the 
Air in general, by Mr. Yean André DE 
Luc, citizen of GENEVA, of which 
fome account has already been given 
by Mr. De LA LANDE in the Ccanoif- 
Jance des Mouvemens Celefies for the 
year 1765, and in the ournal des 
Savans for the month of February 
1771, is at length come out of the 
prefs, where it has been near eight 
years, 

The fame reafons which have fo 
long prevented its publication, engaged 
the author to have it printed under 
his own eye, and at his own expence. 


He was {enfible that his experiments ~ 


were not complete, and that as he was 
determined to communicate his difco- 
veries to the learned world, it became 
his duty to confult the bef judges, 
and to unfold fuch parts of thofe dif- 
eoveries as they thought wanting fur- 
Genr. Mac. March, 1773. 
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ther elucidation. And as be was at 
the fame time engaged in a variety of 
different affairs, he could employ him. 
felf in the neceffary experiments at hig 
leifure hours on.y. It was, therefore, 
neceflary for him to take the edition — 
into his ewn hands, that he might re- 
main in poffeflion of the manufcripttill 
the whole was printed, 

But the more time heshad given u 
to the cémpolitien of (his So md 
der to render it ulefulto natural philo- 
lotophy, the .more he thought hunfelf 
obliged to fhorten ‘that of tts -publica- 
tion, _Thig motive induces him to of- 
fer the work by ‘ubfcription, and even 
not to deliver any. of the 660 copies 
which he has printed eff, until he 
has found nearly an equal sumber of 
fubfcribers, : ‘ 

Confiftent with which views, it be- 


‘ing neceffary to give the public. fome 


account of the work, the fullowing is . 
an extraé in abridgment, “es 
Mr, De Luc has be-n. employ 
from his youth in the ule of thei 
ments of which he now 
fcription. It was at fir

ment: butin the year 1754, he began 
to employ them in uleful ;efearches, 
The meafure of heights by the bas 


rometer was his firft objet. Intending 
to make ule of it according to the rules 
already laid down, he confulted the 
different writings in which they are 
defcribed : but he-found fuch differen- 
ces and fo much uncertainty in them, 
that he determined to dedicate fome 
time to fuch experiments as might im- 


-prove them ; imagining that the difco- 


veries which he had already made upoa 
the inftrument itfelf, would render his 
refearches more eafy. 

He was the more furprifed at the 
infufliciency of the attempts that had 
been made hitherto in fo important a 
point of natural philofophy, becaufe 
there js fcarce any origina! philofopher, 
who has not endeavoured to contribute 
towards them. The attempts which 
have been made by many men of ger 
nius, render the hiftery of the baro- 
meter exceedingly interéfting to thofe 


_ who love ta contider the progrefs of 


the human mind. This confideration, 
it was, that determined the author to 
run through the hiftory of the barome- 
ter in the firft part of the work. 

It begins with the defcriptiongof {e- 
veral barometers, following the order 
of time, accompanied with remarks on 
their advantages and inconveniencies. 
The next goes oh to the par.icular 

ebicrva- 
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@bfervations which had been made on 
the inftrument: the author gives a 
critical expofition of the different fyf- 
tems which have been invented to ex- 
plain the difficult phenomena which it 
exhibits: fuch as, the differences ob- 
ferved in the height of different baro- 
meters, even when fituated in the fame 
place: the light which appears in fome 
barometers : the effects produced by the 
different form of the tubes, and by the 
variations of heat. Each of thefe cir- 
cumftances has given rife to various 
hypothetes, many of which deferved to 
be examined with care. 

But one of the moft. interefting 
phenomena of the barometer, and which 
has moft exercifed the invention of 
Philofophers, is its~variations in the 
fame place. The moft celebrated Phi- 
Jofophers have not thought it beneath 
them to endeavour to inveftigate its 
caufes. All the fprings in Nature have 
been callcd into adtion, but without 
fuccefs. 
examining each hypothefis feparately. 

Laftly, he confiders all the attempts 
which have been made at different 
times to meafure heights by the means 
of the barometer. This part of the 
hiftory he has laboured more than the 
reft ; both becaufe it is intimately 
conneéted, as well as the foregoing, 
with the hiftery of the air, and becaufe 
it has been the principal object of his 
attention. 

Having thus confidered the barcme- 
ter historically in every point of view, 
but only till the time when he began 
his firt experiments, the author next 
relates the refu't of them in the SECOND 
Part. For this purpofe he confiders 
the darometer in the ftate of imperfec- 
tion in which he firft found it: that is 
to fay, when its height was undeter- 
mined. That was its principal defect, 
and which was admitted by Philofo- 
phers. Following afterwards, in his 
relation, the path which his own ex- 
periments had pointed out to him; he 
thews that the caufes of the variations 
which had been remarked, arile from 
a diffimilarity of circumftances, and 
particularly from the differences in the 
form of the tubes, in the manner of 
filling them, and inthe temperature of 
the place. We mutt pariicularly ob- 
ferve with relation to the laft circum- 
fiance, that when there happens a 
variation in the heat of a place, there 
are fome barome/ers in which the mer- 
cury falls, others in which it rifes, and 
fume in which it continues immoveatle, 


This the author proves by - 


After having thewn the caufes of thefe, 
as well as of all the other irregularities 
of the barometer, he thews the method 
of preventing them with certainty. 

In this point of view, the thermome- 


“ter becomes an effential part of the 


barometer *: and as it becomes ftill 
more requifite in the greater part of the 
obfervations in which the barometer is 
ufed, Mr. De Luc has undertaken to 
render it more perfeét: which he has 
done, by confidering it ab ovo. 

The firft point which has employed 
him, is the fundamental part of the 
thermometer ; that is to tay, the matter 
itfelf whofe dilatatioas fhew the variati- 
ons of heat. It was neceffary to at- 
tempt to find out the relation between 
their effects. and their caufes ; for it 
was poffible that the dilatations of 
bodies might not be proportional to the 
variations of heat. The method 
which he ufed in his enquiry, was, to 
compare, firft, the dilatations which 
the different liquors of which thermo- 
meters aie made, underwent, when ex- 
poled to the fame fucceffive augmenta- 
tions of heat. Thefe firft experiments, 
by the irregularity of the feries’s which 
reprefented the correfponding dilatati- 
ons of the liquids, firft fhewed him the 
neceflity of confining himfelf to one : 
and the confiderations drawn from the 
detail of thefe irregularities, joined to 
a great number of experiments and 
obfervations, led him at length to con- 
clude, a priori, that of all the liquors 
employed hitherto to form thermome- 
ters, quick-filver was that whofe dila- 
tations were neareft to being proporti- 
onal to the variations of heat which 
produce them, 

_ The author was got thus far, when, 
In a converfation concerning his expe- 
riments with Mr. Le Sage, that able 
philofopher communicated to him an 





_* We find, in a work printed at Paris 
this year (1772), entitled, Ohfereations on 
Natural Philofophy, cn Natural Hiftory, and 
on the Arts, by M. l’ Abbe Rozier, Tom, I.

idea 
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idea which he had had of making ather- 
mometer, the degrees of which fhould 
reprefent equal degrees of heat. Mr. 
De Luc eagerly embraced this idea, 
and made ufc of it as a teft of his fyftem 
concerning the dilatations of mercury. 
The experiments which he has made 
with this defign have notonly confirmed 
him in his fyftem, but have enabled 
him to form a graduation for the ther- 
mometer of quick-filver that really.ex- 
prefles equal differences of heat. 
Having proceeded thus far, it was 
eafy for him to thew, from the nature 
of the thing itfelf, and from examples, 
what a chafin there remained to be fill- 
ed up in the enquiries concerning heat, 
and what miltakes we might fall into, 
under the want of fuch an inftrument 
as the thermometer, with thefe cor- 
rections, is now become. 
He goes on next to examine the fixed 
. points of the thermometer; an objeé& 
very effential to the perfection of that 
inftrument, and upon which there ftill 
remained many things undetermined, 


He enters, on this occafion, into the, 


examination of all the thermometers 
which have had any reputation, and at 
the fame time he runs through the 
hiftory of the thermometer. 

The congelation of water, and its 
ebullition, being terms which have 
been generally chofen as the moft pro- 
per to ferve as bafes of the graduation 
of the thermometer, the author has 
made them one of the principal objeéts 
of his enquiry. It appeared to him, 
that the firtt of thefe terms was equivo- 
cal, becaufe it had been differently un- 
derftood by natural philofophers ; and 
that the fecond was uncertain, fince 
the heat of boiling water varies accord- 
ing to certain circumftances, which it 
is neceflary to know in order to deter- 
mine the effects, 

After having fhewn the method of 
fixing, in a manner liable to no uncer- 
tainty, the point called comgelation, he 
goes on to the examination of the caufes 

hich alter the heat of boiling water, 
Lhe two principal appeared to him to 
be, viz. the hete:ogeneaus bodies 
which are contained in water, and the 
difference in the weight of the at- 
mofphere. 

Concerning the firft of thefe caufes, 
the author relates the experiments 
which he has made to determine the in- 
accuracies which might proceed from 
the difference of the water; and he 
thews a method to prevent them. 

The fecond cause having the greateft 
effect, and being at the fame tune ig- 


evitable, required his greateft attention - 
We know that the heat of boiling wa- 
ter decreafes when the weight of the 
air which it fuftains becomes lefs ; but 
it was neceflary to determine the quan- 
tity of this effect, and its laws. 

M. De Luc had began fome experi- 
ments for this purpofe in 1762, in his 
way from Geneva to Genoa, by Mount 
Cenis; and thefe firft experiments had 

‘fhewn him that there was a fingular re- 
lation between the finking of the Mer- 
cury and the diminution of the heat of 
boiling water. Sufpecting, neverthe- 
lefs, the thermometer to be the caufe 
of thefe fingularities, he did at firft ad- 
mit the relation: he turned his atten- 
tion to the conftruétion of an inftru- 
ment, which might prevent miftakes in 
his experiments, ‘ 

With this new thermometer he un- 
dertook to purfue his enquiries on this 
fubjeét, which was now become very 
interefting, on account of the queftion 
which it gives rife to in Natural Philo- 
fophy. He has obferved the heat of 
boiling water at different elevations, 
from Lower Languedoc to the higheft 
acceflible tops of the Alps; which 
comprehends the vertical height of 
1520 teifes: and he has had the plea- 
fure to fee that the refult of his nume- 
rous obfervations formed a regular law, 
from whence is derived a fimple for- 
mula for the corre&tion of the point of 
boiling water upon the thermometer. 

The different journeys which the 
author has made to the Alps, on ac- 
count of thefe obferyations, having gi- 
ven him an opportunity to make feve- 
ral remarks in Natural Philofophy and 
in Natural Hiftory, he gives a rela- 
tion of them, principally direéted to- 
wards thefe objeéts. 

After having confidered the queftion 
concerning the variations of the heat 
of boiling water in its confequences 
with regard to the thermometer, and 
found the equation neceflary to fix thefe 
points of heat, M. De Luc, extremely 
aftonifhed at the law exprefled by this 
equation, pevfevered in feeking the 
caufes of it. This is the intent of a 
pres number of experiments, of which 
ne gives an account, and which kave 
Jed him on to the difcovery of many phy- 
fical caufes, which produce the maxima 
of the heat of boiling water when the 
weights ef the air were different, 
reckoning from the Zero of that 
weight: a matter in which the greateft 


‘ ob(curity hitherto yet remained. 


The fixed points of the thermome- 
ter, and the laws of the dilatations of 
: the 
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the different liquids which are em- 
ployed in them, z. e. every thing which 
was indifpenfable to meafure heat with 
regularity, being thus determined ; the 
author thought it neceffary to examine 
the errors which have been produced 
by the defe&ts in the preceding mea- 
fares : fo that Philofophers might know 
what they had to depend on in the ob- 
fervations already made on heat. The 
thermometer, which has been em- 
ployed i) the greatett number of thefe 
experiments, is undoubtedly that of 
M. De Reaumur ; and it is that whofe 
true principles were the moft miftaken. 
M., De Luc, who had had an opportu- 
nity of fufpeéting it in the courfe of 
his obfervations, undertook an enquiry 
concerning thofe principles. 

The datum on which he grounded 
his enquiry was the certain knowledge 
of the point at which that thermome- 
ter conitantiy fteod in the vaults under 
the ob’ervatory at Paris. He fent fe- 
veral of iis thermometers to M. Va- 
renne te Beoft, corvefpondent of the 
academy of fciences; who, feconded 
hy M. Brifon, member of the fame aca- 
demy, made a fufficient number of ob- 
fervations to determine with certainty 
the degree at which thefe thermome- 
ters conftantiy flood there: and join- 
ing to this determination fome -experi- 
men's no lefs carefully made, ‘though 
of another kind, he has difcovered at 
length the trye fixed points of the 
therm meter of M. De Reaumur, and 
in general all its relations withthe com-' 
gon therinometer (*). We fhall be 
aftonithed to find, by the table which 
exprefles thefe reiations, ‘how much the 
thermometer of M. De Reaumur was 
miftaken, and of courfe how many 
oblervations made with thermometers 
bearing that denomination will be at 
beft loit. 

The right conftru€tion of thermo- 
meters requiring more care than is ufu- 
ally imagined, the author has not been 
fatisicd with giving the general prin- 
ciples. He enters into the.dctail of 
their conftrugtion for the ufe of the 
artifts. 

He fpends fome time in the confide- 
ration of the /cale of the inftrument, 
taken in a general view ; and he thews,

of melting ice and of boiling wager, when the 
barometer is at 27 taches, 
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by examples drawn from his own la- 
bours, that, if we take care to provide 
againft all phyfcal differences in the 
thermometer, no inconveniency will 
arife from the introduttion of differen- 
ces purely geometrical, fuch as are thofe 
of the number and the fize of the te- 
grees; and that in certain cafes they 
will be very convenient. . 
Laftly, after having confidered ‘the 
Thermometer as an inftrument of ufe 
in phyfics, and which as fuch cannot 
be carried to too great a degree of per- 
feftion, the author confiders it as an 
inttrament of ufe to the public; and 
as. in this point of view, it would be 
very difficult to exclude entirely the 
ufe of /pirit of wine, becaufe, on fome 
account, it is more convenient than 
mercury, he thews an eafy method te 
make thermometers of that liquor, 
whofe variations are marked like thofe 
of Natural Philofophers. By this means 
we fhall be enabled to undesftand each * 
other on'the fubje& of beat, and many 
obferyations, which opportunity gives ° 
birth to, will not” be left to Natural 
Philofophy, as they have hitherto been, 
[To be concluded in our next. 


Mr. Urzan, 

I Have obferved that whenever you 
have inferted in your ufeful publi- 
cation any letters or papers ceniaining 
notions of a bad and dangerous ten- 
dency, that you have been zlfo willing 
to relieve us, by inferting proper re- 
plies in fome future Magazine. And 
thisis certainly the more neceflary where 
any thing kas been advanced on fub- 
jects of Divinity, which appeais toa 
plain‘and ferious Chriftian as an open 
attack upon the religion of the Gofpel. 
What oecafions thele hints now, is the 
account given in your January Maga- 
zine, p. 20, of a pamphiet, lately pub- 
lithed, intitled, An Enquiry into tha 
Scripture Meaning of the Word Satan. 
The author of that pamphlet, as youy 
corréfpondent informs us, (for I have 
never feen it) thinks—that ihe idea of 
fallen angelic [pirits is net grounded 
on the authority of the facred writings ; 
or,in other words, he feems to deny 
the exiftence of the Devil and his An- 
gels: fot to me it appears a plain 
cafe, that, if we allow the being of Des 
wils, or wicked Spirits, we mult alfg 
allow that they are fallen Spirits, : 
who have not kept their firf fate. All 
the creatures of God, when they came 
firtt from the hands of their Creator, 
were very good, Gen, i. 34. andy 
: there: 
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therefore, all degeneracy and moral evil 
muft proceed,* not from the Creator, 
but from the creature’s abuf of his 
free agency. 

I would not here pretend to anfwer 
objeétions which I have never feen; I 
would only offer a few hints on the 
fubje&. 

In regard to the real exiftence of 
Devils, 1 would obferve, that it is moft 
certainly the current doétrine of the 
Old and New Teflament; and that I 
think it cannot be denied, without 
turning a great number of Aiforical 
jaés wto mere allegories and moral 
fables: And where fuch a method of 
expounding Scripture takes place, we 
knew that the confequences will be 
very bad; the meaning of the facred 
writings will be afcertained by the 
whims, fancies, and imaginations, of 
the learned and unlearned critic. 

Thole wicked /pirits are reprefented 
in Scripture as being mazy, Luke viii, 
30. and as having one chie/, or fupreme 
head, called the Prince of the Devils, 
Mat. xii..24. The punifhment of 
wicked and impenitent finners in the 
future ftate is defcribed, by our Saviour 
Jefus Chrift, as being the everiafting 
fire prepared for the Devil and bis 
Angels, Mat. xxv, 41. but, if there 
are no fuch Devils, there can be no 
fuch future punifbment ; and, there- 
fore, (according to this f{cheme) wicked 
and vicious men may gO on now ina 
courfe of fin and irreligion without the 
dread and terror of endlefs mifery here- 
after. 

Let me further add, that although 
this great adverfary of mankind be re- 
prefented by the Apoltle as—a@ roar- 
ing lion, walking about, and fecking 
ewhom he may devour, 1 Peter y. 8, 
yet the good man, the true Chriftian, 
has ne reafon ‘to fear his rage and ma- 
lice; becaufe our bleffed Saviour, tie 
Son of God, has deffroyed the works 
of the Devil, 1 John iii. 8; he has 
conquered and {poiled the principalities 
and powers of the kingdom of ibe 
Prince of Darknefs, Col. ii. 15. John 
xvi. tr. And he will effectually fave 
and deliver his peaple, wio believe in 
him, and obey him, from the power 
and terror of the Devil, Heb. ii. 14. 

Thus this new and ftrange doétrine 
advanced in the pamphlet alluded to, 
in my opinion, has a very bad ten- 
dency, as well in the foregoing as in 
many other inftances ; and, therefore, it 
cannot receive any countenance from » 
ths Holy Scriptures. I am, &e.

curate and Compr:henfive BILus of | 
Mortality. From the Second 
Volume of Effays Medical and Ex- 
perimental, lately publifhed by Tho- 
mas Percwal. M. D. F. R.S. and 
S. A. 


‘4 HE eftablifhment of a judicious 
and accurate regifter of the births 
and burials, in every town and parifh, 
would be attended with the moft impor- 
tant advantages, medical, political, and 
moral, By fuch an infitution, the in- 
creafe or decreafe of certain difeafes ; 
the comparative healthinefs of different 
fituations, climates, and feafons; the 
influence of parti¢ular trades and ma-

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nufactures on longevity ; with many o- 
ther curious circumftances, not more 
interefting to Phyficians, than beneficial 
te mankind; would be afcertained with 
tolerable precifion. In a political view, 
exact regifters of human mortality are 
of ftill greater comfequence, as the 
number of people, and the progrefs of 
population in the kingdom, may in the 
mofteafy and unexceptionable manner 
be deduced from them. They are the 
foundation, likewife, of all caleulations 
concerning the values of .aflurances on 
lives, reverfionary payments, and of 
every fcheme for providing annuities 
for widows, and perfons in old age. 
Ina moral light, alfo, fuch tables are of 
evident utility, as the increafe of vice 
or virtue may be determined, by ob- 
ferving the proportion which the dif- 
eafes arifing from luxury, intempe- 
rance, and other fimilar caufes, bear to 
the relt ; and in what particular places 
dittempers of this clafs are found to be 
moft fatal. 

A few examples may, perhaps, con- 
firm and illustrate thefe obfervations. 
In the Pais de Vaud, a diltr:c&t of the 
province of Bern, in Switzerland, and 
in a country parifh in Brandenburg, 
1 in 4g of the inhabitants die annually ; 
and at Stoke Damarell, in Devonthire, 
x in 543 whereas in Vienna, and 
Edinburgh, the yearly mortality ap- 
pears to be x in 20 ; in London 1 in 
21; in Amfterdam and Rome 4 in 22; 
in Northampton 1 in 26; and in the 
parifh of Holy Crofs, near Shrewfbu- 
ry, tin 33. In the Pais de Vaud, the 
proportion ef inhabitants who attain 
the age of eighty, is z in 2123 in 
Brandenburgh 1 in 22'; in Norwich 
z in 273 in Manchefter x in 30; in 
London 1 in 40; and in Edinburgh 
in 42. Thefe fats afford a ftriking, 
but melancholy proof, of the unfavour- 
able influence of large towns on the 
duration of life.—From the moft ac- 
curate computation, London is found 
to contain 601,750 inhabitants; and 
from 1759 to 1768, the burials have 
exceeded the chriftenings every year up- 
wards of 7000 ; which is the recruit 
the metropolis requires annually from 
the country, to fupport the prefent 
number of its people. In 1757, a fur- 
vey was made of Manchefter and Sal- 
ford. The number of inhabitants then 
amounted to 19,8393 2nd the burials, 
exclufive of thofe amongf Diffenters, 
were 778. But fince that time the 
poy;uloufnefs of Mancheftcr has con- 
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fiderably increafed. Half of all* that 
are born in this town die under five 
years old. The ifland of Madeira is 
fo remarkably healthy, that two thirds 
of all who are born in it live to be mar- 
ried. Autumn is the moft healthy, 
and fummer the moft fickly feafon 
there. The mortality of {pring and 
fummer, is to that of autumn and wine 
ter, as 115 to 100. In Manchefter, 
difeafes are moft frequent and fatal in 
the months of Janvary, February, and 
March ; and leaft fo in July, Auguft, 
and September. The mortality of 
thefe two feafons is as 11 to 8; and of 
the firft fix months of the year, com- 
pared with the laft fix months, as 7 to 
6. Mr. Muret, Secretary to the Oeco- 
nomical Society of Bern, informs us, 
that he had the curiofity to examine the 
regifter of mortality in one town, and 
to mark thofe whofe deaths might be 
imputed to intemperance. And he found 
the number fo great, as to incline him 
to believe that drunkennefs is more de- 
ftru€tive to mankind than pleurifies, 
fevers, or the moft malignant diftem- 
pers *. Such are the important ufes to 
which Tables of Human Mortality 
have been applied. 

The following plan of a more exaét 
and comprehenfive regifter, than, has 
hitherto been kept, is {ubmitted to the 
confideration and correétion of thofe 
who undertake the charge of the Bills 
of Mortality in Manchefter. 

1. Let a table of chriffenings, mar 
riages, and burials, be kept in every 
church, chapel, and place of religious 
worhip in the ‘town, and delivered at 
certain ftated times, to the clerk of the 
parith-church, to be formed into one 
general bill, and quarterly or annually 
publifhed. It is of importance that 
the fiill-born children, and thofe who 
die before bapti/m, fhould al be re- 
giftered ; and the midwives fhould be 
defired to deliver an account of 
them. Perhaps, the fextons may aflikt 
in afcertaining their number, as they 
are ufually interred in churcli-yards, or 
other public ‘burial-grounds. 

2. Let the table of chrifenings {pe- 
cify the males and females who are 
baptized ; and the table of deaths ex-

prefs 
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prefs the males who die, under the 
feveral denominations of children, 
batchelors, married-men, and widow- 
ers ; the females who die under the 
correfponding denominations of chil- 
dren, maidens, married women, and 
widows. An obfervance of thefe 
diftin&tions wil] determine the compa- 
rative number of males and females 
who are born; the difference between 
the fexes in the expectation of life ; 
and the proportion which the annual 
births, deaths, and marriages, bear to 
each other. Thus by the Bills of 
Mortality which have been kept at 
Vienna, Breflaw, Drefden, Leipfic, 
Ratifbon, and other towns in Germany, 
it appears that the proportion of males 
to the females who are born is as 19 to 
18: but the proportion of boys to 
girls who die under ten years of age, 
isas7to6; and of married men to 
married women in Breflaw as 5 to 3; 
in Drefden as 4to.1, At Vevey, in 
Switzerland, for 20 years, ending in 
1764, there died in the firft month 135 
males to $9 females ; and in the firit 
year 225, to162. The fame accounts 
ihew likewife that, both at Vevey and 
Berlin, the /iill-born males are to the 
fiill-born females as 30 to 21. In the 


pari of Holy Crois, Salop, an ac- 


count was taken by the Vicar, A. D. 
1760, of the number of males and 
females of the age of feventy and up- 
wards ; The latter amounted t® thirty- 
five, the former only to eight. At 
Paris, and in Sweden, it has been ob- 
ferved, that women not only live 
longer than men, but that married 
women live longer than jingle women : 
and in Switzeriand it appears particu- 
larly, from the calculations of M. 
Muret, that of equal numbers of /ingle 
aiid married women, between the age 
of 15 and 25, more of the former died 
than of the latter, in the proportion of 
2tol fT. 

3- Let the ages of the dead under 
five, be {pecified by fingle years ; and 
afterwards, by perieds of five or ten 
years. 

4. Let the Bills of Mortality con- 
tain not only a lift of the difeafes of 
which all die, but alfo exprefs particu- 
larly the number dying of ack difeafe, 
in the feveral divifions of life and diffe- 
rent feafons of the year. To accom- 
plith this, it will be neceffary for the 
Phyficians of the town, to confider the

and diftemper of the deceafed. - 

The following TaBLEs are con- 
ftruéted upon this PLAN ; andif the 
fcale be enlarged, will ferve for the 
Church Regifter, as well as for quarter- 
ly or annual publication. It appears 
to be unneceflary, and in many inttan- 
ces would be exceptionable, to infert 
the names of the ‘deceafed: Their 
denomination and difeafe, the refore,may 
be expreffed, in the columns allotted 
to each, by dots or units, which are te 
be fummed up at. the end of every three 
months, and fet down in figures. 

The List of marriages and chriften- 
ings may be kept in the common me- 
thod. 

The additional trouble which this 
more comprehenfive and accurate RE= 
GISTER will occafion to the clerks of 
the feveral churches, &c. may Le com- 
penfated by diftributing amongtt them, 
at the difcretion of any judicious,clergy ~ 
man, the meney which arifes from the 
fale of the quarterly Bills. If a hun- 
dred of thefe be fubfcribed for, or fold 
at the price of one fhilling each, the 
fum of twenty pounds per annum will 
thus be raifed, without impofing any 
new burthens on the town. Every 


. fecond, third, fourth, or fifth year, the 


bills may be collected into a volume, 
and publifhed, under the direétion of 
two or mere Phyficians, with ebferva- 
tions on the ftate of the weather, the 
prevalence of epidemic difeafes, their 
fymptoms and method of cure, and the 
increafe or decreafe of population du 
ring that period. Such a work will 
afford the moft important inffrugtion to 
the public ; and from the prefits of it, 
a fund may be eftablithed for the bene- 
fit of the clerks, and the fupport of the 
inftitution. 

N. B. It. is obvious that the plan 
here propofed is not local, and that it 
may be executed with equal facility and 
advantage in every town and parift in the 
kingdom.—Biills of Mortality might be 
rendered more ufeful in a political view, 
by taking fomctimes the numbér of 
houfes and inhabitants, under and 
above particular ages, wherever fuch 
regilters ave eftablifhed, 
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No. III. Of Curiofities found in Herculaneum. 


Of the PiGure, No. Ul. found in the 
Ruins of HERCULANEUM, 


Having requefted the opinion of a 


Jearned correfpondent, concerning’ 


the fulje& of the piéture found in 
the Ruins of Herculaneum, of which 
the print here exhibited is a copy, 
the public is indebted to that inge- 
nious gentleman for the following 
anfwer : 


Mr. URBAN, 

HE fubje& of the print with 
T which you have favoured me is 
undoubtedly the expofing of Telephus, 
the fon of Hercules, The fable runs 
thus: Hercules, returning victorious 
from the war againft the Spartans, for 
fome time took up his abode in Arca- 
dia with King Aleus; and after hav- 
ing privately violated Auge, the King’s 
daughter, departed. Aleus, under- 
ftanding his daughter to be with child, 
committed her to the care of Niuplius, 
his confidante,with an injunétion to put 
her to death, by throwing her into the 
fea. But Auge, being feized with the 
pains of labour whilft Nauplius was 
conducting her along, took occafion to 
amufe him with fome pretence .or other; 
and in the mean time retired into a 
neighbouring woed, adjoining to Mount 
Parthenius, whe:e fhe was delivered of 
an infant. She concealed it among the 
brakes, and immediately returned to 
her company. Through the huma- 
nity of Nauplius the did, indeed, efcape 
the death defigned for her by the cruel 
commands of her father ; but was fold 
to fome paflengers that were fetting fail 
for Afia. They fold her to Teuchras, 
the King of Myfia. Mean-while the 
infant, who had been left in Mount 
Parthenius, was found by fome thep- 
herds, belonging to King Corytus, at 
the teats of a hind, which was giving 
it fuck; and was brought by thcm to 
the King. He educated it under the 
name of Telephus; calling it thus 
from the animal that had preferved its 
life~ead rns rpQeons trade. Tee 
lephus, when arrived at years of ma. 
turity, confulted the Delphian Oracle 
for information concerning his parents ; 
and being referred to King Teuthras 
for fuch information, was acknow- 
ledged by his mother, and by Teuthras 
declared his fucceffor in the kingdom ; 
who alfo gave him Argiope, his daugti- 
ter, to wife. 

This adventure furnifhes the hiftory 
of the print. The twe male figures, 
that make a part of it, indifputably 
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reprefent Pan and Hercules: but va- 
rious are the conjectures of the con- 
noiffeurs, concerning the two others 
that appear to be female ones. Some, 
however, imagine the wings, and the 
crown of leaves, or flowers, to denote 
that on the left hand of Hercules to 
be a Genius; others take it for Hij- 
tory, Fortune, Peace, or Ceres. They 
are no lefs divided about the othes 
figure, which fits crowned with flow- 
ers, with a bafket of fruit at its fide ; 
fome conjeéturing it to be intended for 
Auge, the mother of Telephus; or 
Lucina; or - Minerva; others fup- 
pofing it to reprefent Myfa, the coun- 
try in which Telephus was born, at 
leaft.that in which he certainly reigned, 
and that which is peculiarly deno- 
minated by Pindar I. VIII. 108.- 
speroele [abounding in, vines}; or 

readia, a country equally fertile, 
to which the God Pam, its principal 
divinity, is, they think, properly joined. 
The moft probable. opinion, however, 
feems to be that of thofe, who con- 
clude the winged figure to be Provi- 
dence (this deity being found on fome 
medallions, though of an age, indeed, 
pofteriorto that of Titus, with the in- 
lignia here attributed to her); and tie 
other, the Goddefs Tellus, known alfo 


‘by the names of Magna Mater, Ops, 


and Flora, at leaft frequently con- 
founded with each other. On this 
idea the piece adinits of a natural and 
eafy i ce ig The painter's de- 
fign is to exhibit the infant Telephus 
expofed near Mount Parthenius, in Ar 
cadia, In order to exprefé this ad- 
venture, he has placed the god Pax 
neat the goddefs Tellus, the nurle of 
infants, accompaniéd by her pacific 
Lion. This goddefs commands the 
Hind to fuckle the chiid, whom Pro« 
vidence, or fome, other deity, points 
out to Hercules. He flands in a com- 


-pofed, contemplative attitude, with his 


ufual infignia, and a crowz, denoting 
either /his victories, or his divinity ; 
accompanied by an Eagle, the ufual 
attendant on heroes; becaufe, perhaps, 
the foaring nature and high hight of 
the former. well exprefles the fublime, 
towering difpofition of the latter.

LOOKING into your laft O&tober 
Magazine, I found a letter (p.447) 
from your learned correfpendent Q. re- 
lating 
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lating to what I had fuggefted againft 
the verb trepido governing an accu- 
fative cafe. 

This put me upon revifing what had 
been faid before upon that point, in 
July Magazine, (p. 305): and upon 
the review, I think myfelf much o- 
bliged to my learned friend, for the 
trouble he has given himfelf to fatisfy 
my enquiry ; and, therefore, I defire, 
by your canal, to return him my 
thanks,—and fhall now only make a 
few obfervations upon what has paffed, 
_and leave them to his confideration and 
determination. 

He fays,.that when a verb neuter 
affumes an ative fignification, it has 

-_Vikewife the fame conftruction.—Now, 
if he means, that it has the conflruc- 
tion proper to a verb aétive tranfitive, 
I doubt much whether this be dire&ly 
fo; becaufe he has abundantly thewn, 
that when an accufative is found after 
fuch verbs, the cafe is not properly go- 
verned of the verb, but of a prepofi- 
tion, expreffed or underftood ; which, 
I apprehend, is generally fo, and pre- 
ferves the natural and genuine fignifi- 
cation of the verb. For it feems to 
me, that where a verb neuter has an 
aétive fignification, its a€tion is not 
transferred upon the accufative it is 
fuppofed to govern, but rather termi- 
nates in the perfon.—To apply this to 
the place.in difpute (Sat. Xv. 21), the 
aétion that is implied in rrepidabis mu 
certainly terminate in the traveller ; for 
it cannot be transferred upon wmbram, 
(therefore I made it umbré) and fo 1 
think where a prepofition cannot well 
be admitted for an accufative, an ab- 
lative, as the caufe, ts better. 

His quotation from Seneca wil] not 
be admitted’ authentic, againft the au- 
thority of fo able and learned a critic 
as Heinfius. 

As to trepidat in the 12th book of 
Virgil, no fignification of that verb, 
which [ have ever met with, can make 
any good fenfe and due conftruétion 
with the context.—Perhaps other au- 
thority may be produced, where the verb 
trepido is ufed for propero, in its aétive 
tranfitive fignification ; — or if we fup- 
pofe that properat was the original 
text, inftead of trepidat, the fenfe and 
contruction will be fafe either way. I

J. Z. to Q.—Hume’s Account of Quakerifn defended. 


Mr. URBAN, 


Your anonymous correfpondent in 
December, the author of Quakerifm 
defended againft falfe .reprefentations, 
fets out with a bold aiertiony that, 
‘*¢ Nothing in the hiftory of this coun- 
try has been mere unfairly reprefented 
by modern writcrs than the religious 
principles of the people called Quakers.” 
Guthrie, indeed, charges them with be= 
ing Freethinkers, which your corre- 
fpondent denies, if, by freethinking, 
Deifm be meant. That Deifm and 
Quakerifn aie fynonimous terms, I 
will not pretend to fay ; yet I am of 
epinion that Deifm is naturally dedu- 
cible from Quaker-principles, ‘and 
therefore may properly enough be de- 
vominated Enthutiaftic Deifm. 

Hume, though reprefented by your 
correfpondent asa ridiculer of religion, 
as a partial hiftorian, and as one who 
pays no regard to truth, has reprefent- 
ed the Quakers juftly, properly, and 
with that regard to truth, which every 
hittorian owes to the public. He has 
had recourfe to their firft principles, 
which your correfpondent acknow- 
ledges are extravagant and ridiculous, 
and from thence he has deduced his hif- 
tory. Had he given a modern charac- 
ter of that body of people, he muft have 
deviated fiom his plan, and given us 
a ftrange mixture of contradiétions and 
inconfiftencies ; he mult have given 
a defcription of plain Quakers and 
gay or fafhionable Quakers, and fhewn 
the enmity that is fubfifting between 
them. 

To diffe& properly the principles of 
the Quakers, or to fay precifely what 
they mean, is, perhaps, the moft diffi- 
cult tafk that ever hiffterian undertook. 
They found their religion upon reve- 
lation, and they make, as Guthrie 
fays, that revelation juft what they 
pleafe. Had your correfpondent given 
us a clear definition of what he means 
by revelation, we fhould then have been 
better qualified to determine the fubje& 
under confideration. Their preachers 
are influenced by the fpirit of truth, 
and they {peak as that fpirit giveth ut- 
terance. This is frequently the lan- 
guage ef Quakeis, and what many have 
pubisthed to the world. 

Now I fhould be glad your corre- 
fpondent would give pofitive anfwers 
to the following queitions, without 


€quivocation, circumlocution, or quot- 


ing 
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ing any authorities whatever; for au- 
thorities frequently lead men aftray. 

Qu. I, Inwhat manner are Quaker 
preachers in{pired ? 

Qu. II. Doth that fpirit they boat 
of deliver to them the fubjeét of their 
difcourfe only? or doth it deliver to 
them the difcdurfe in a plain, intelligi- 
ble manner, verbatinret literatim ? And 

Qu. II, What reafon can be given 
why that fame fpirit fhould infpire two 
or three at once? Can God be the au- 
thor of confufion? If candid and in- 
genuous anfwers are given to the above 
queftions, your correfpondent and I 
perhaps may enter more deeply into the 
fubjeét ; and in the interim I fhall re-

I HAVE been a reader of thy Maga- 
zine upwards of 20 years, and occa- 
fionally a correfpondent upon matters 
of jefs importance than the prefent fub- 
ject, which is interefting to every clafs 
of people among us. ‘The prefent dif- 


treffed condition of the poor, chiefly , 


occafioned by the high price of all the 
neceffaries of life, has of late come 
under the confideration of the legifla- 
ture, and a free importation of fleth, 
butter, and cheefe, is now allowed, 
which, fo far as it has been put in 
practiee, hath.anfwered good purpeles, 
and would ftill be of more general fer- 
vice, if the prices did not advance fo 
greatly in Ireland, from whence the 
principal part of thefe articles are to be 
expected: for inftance, butter has ad- 
vanced there more than 50 per cent. 
fince a free importation was allowed ; 
and it is to be feared cheefe will rife 
in like prenmes which fhews the 
propriety of trying every experiment 
to procure thefe neceffuries at home. 
Bread is faid to be the taff of life, 
and is emphatically fo in this country. 
It is the utmoft that many of the poor 
can nowattain by their labour, and that 
too of the coarfeftkind. Can nothing 
more be. done for their relief? The 
exportation of wheat and other grain 
is prohibited, their importation allow- 
ed, yet this will never produce plenty 
and cheapnefs until we have it of our 
own growth ; and that muft be occa- 
fioned by fucceffive plentiful crops, fo 
as to leave a furplus on hand; for 
while the produce of one year is but 
barely fufficient for the confumption of 
the fame year, there will be very little 


alteration in the price. Whether the 
earth was more fertile than‘ufual after 
the hard froft in 1739, I know om 
but many remarkabie good crops o 

grain fucceflively enfued, fo that in 
1745 and 46, it was a drug upon the 
farmers hands, and the beft white Lam- 
mas wheat in thefe parts, which I be- 
lieve is exceeded by none in England, 
was bought at 20s, per quarter, barley, 
malt, and oats, nearly in the fame 
proportion ; and prodigious quantities 
were exported from hence by deben- 
ture for many years after that fevere 
froft, during which I don’t remember 
that wheat exceeded 32s. a quarter; [a 
clear demonftration this, that the fea- 
fons have of late been unfavourable for 


- the growth of corn ; and that favoura- 


ble feafons will again reftove plenty, 
without having recourfe to new {chemes 
to obtain it. 

The remainder of this correfpons 
dent’s letter confifts of a propofal for 
enclefing watte lands, and for ever ex- 
empting them from tythes ; a project 
that would afford no relief to the pre- 
fent difirefes of the poor ; and, while 
tythes continue to be the only provi- 
fion for the eftablifhed clergy, can ne« 
ver take place to-prevent the future. ]

I the Memoirs of the Duchefs of 
Mazarin, compofed, under her 
Grace’s infpe&tion, by the Abbé St. 
Real, there is a paflage, p. 13. which 
I believe to be the foundation of a fi- 
milar paflage in Voltaire’s age of 
Lewis XIV. vol. ii. p. 15. The paf- 
fage in the Memoirs is this: ‘As foon 
as the marriage (viz. of Hortenfia 
Mancini, niece to Cardinal Mazarin, 
with Armand-Charles de Ja Porte, 
Duke of La Meilleraie, afterwards 
Duke of Mazarin) was concluded, he 
(the Duke) fent me a great cabinet, 
wherein, among other rich things, there 
were 10,0co piltoles in gold. I gave 
great part of this gold to my brother 
and fifters, to leff-n their hatred of my 
opulencies, which they could not fee 
without envy, whatever mien they 
put on. I never gavethem the trou- 
ble of afking me ; for the key was al- 
ways in the cabinet, and who would 
might take for me. One day, wanting 
ether diverfion, we threw above 300 
piftoles out at the witidows of the pa- 
Jace Mazarin, to have the pleafure of 
feeing the icrvants that were in the 
court {cramble and fight for them, 
This prodigality being told the Cardi- 
nal, 
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nal, it caufed fo much difpleafure in 
him, that, it is believed, it haftened 
his end ; but whether it was fo or no, 
he died within eight days after, and 
left me the richeft heiref:, but the un- 
happieft woman, in all Chriftendom.”’ 
‘The Cardinal’s death happened March 
9,1661. Voltaire’s account is as fol- 
Jows: ** I have heard the late Mon- 
fieur de Caumartin, intendant of the 
finances, fay, that, when he was a 
young man, fome years after the death 
of the Cardijal, he was at the Mazarin 
Palace, where the Duke, his heir, and 
the Duchefs then lived; that he faw 
there, a jarge and deep cheft of draw- 
ers, which filled one fide of a clofet 
‘from top to bottom. The keys had 
Jong been loft, and no one had ever 
opened the drawers. M. de Caumar- 
tin, amazed at fuch negligence, told 
the Duchefs that perhaps fomething 
curious might be found in the draw- 
ers; in confequence of this they were 
opened, and were found full of dou- 
bloons, gold counters and medals, 
which Madam Mazarin threw by hand- 
fuls out of the window, to the people, 
for eight days tegether.”” The reatons 
why I believe the paffage in the Me- 
moirs to have occafioned that in Vol- 
taire, are, rit, Becaufe the Duchefs 
never mentions this remarkable fa& in 
her Memoirs. If it befaid, that fhe 
would not record fuch an inftance of 
unbounded profufion, I anfwer, that 
fhe related other things more injurious 
to her memory, particularly the impu- 
tation of inceft with her brother, the 
Duc de Nevers. dly, It is never 
named in the pleadings of M. Evard 
before the Parliament of Paris, nor 
in the anfwer to thofe pleadings which 
Mr. St. Evremond compofed at the ree 
queft of the Duchefs.  3dly, It ap- 
pears, from the life of the Duchefs, 
that about the time this remarkable 
event happened, according to M. Vol- 
taire, fhe was upon very ill terms with 
her hufband, and foon after actually 
left him, which makes it incredible 
that the would watte fo great trea‘ures, 
when fhe was obliged to have recourfe 
to the Parliament of Paris to compel 
the Duke to allow her a separate main- 
tenance. athiy, It is plain that the 
Duchefs, although the ‘loved to live 
with a munificence equal to her high 
rank, had a proper regard to cecono- 
my, and was extremely difgufted at 
the Duke’s profufion, which, as fhe 
obferves in her Memoirs, p. 22. ‘¢ was 
the fatal article that made her lofe all 


patience, and was the true beginning 
of all her misfortunes. If Monfeur 
Mazarin had, as fe fays, only taken 
delight in overwhelming me with fad- 
nefs and grief, and in expofing my 
health and my life to his moft unrea- 
fonable caprice, and in making me 
pafs the beft of my days in an unpa- 
rallelled flavery (fince heaven had been 
pleafed to make him my mafter), I 
fhould have endeavoured to allay and 
qualify my misfortunes by my fighs 
and tears, and my complaints to my 
particular friends. But when I faw, 
that by his incredible dilapidations and 
profufenefs, my fon, who might have 
been the richeft gentleman in Europe, 
was in danger of being the pooreft, 
there was no refifting the force of Na- 
ture, and motherly Jove carried it 
over al] other confiderations of duty, 
or the moderation I propofed to my- 
felf. I faw every day valt fums go 
away ; moveables of ineftimable price, 
offices, governments, and all the rich 
remains of my uncie’s fortune, the 
fruits of his labours, and the rewards 
of his fervices: I faw as much fold as 
came to three millions before I took 
any public notice of it. And I had 
hardly any thing left me of value, but 
my jewels, when Monfieur Mazarin 
took occafion to feize upon them.” 
For thefe reafons I am of opinion, either 
M. de Caumartin mifreprefented this 
affair to Voltaire, or that Voltaire 
added fome circumftances which gave 
it the romantic air :t now bears,

A SUMMARY. 

The appearances produced by Sugar 
of Lead, Lime- Water, and Pot-Ath, 
afford reafons to believe that one prin- 
ciple is fulphur, and as Gold became 
brighter, and Silver blackened, thefe 
feem to confirm the opinion. 

The faces of the water made by 
Spirit ot Sal Ammoniac, Oil of Tar- 
tar, and Spirit of Hartthorn, feem to 
thew there is a calcarieus nitre, a ma- 
rire falt, and an abforbent earth: for 
if a nitrous falt had been abfent, a 
precipitation of the abforbent earth 
would not have been formed; for al- 
kalines cannot be attra&ted in waters 
where acids do not abound: befides, 
the commotion made by Spirit of Salt 
and Oil of Vitriol fupports ‘this opi- 
nion. 

Galls not changing the waters either 
black, red, blue, or purpie, prove that 
there is not a grain of vitriol or fteel 
in the contents. 

The chief difference between the 
two waters are, that the Harrigate is 
more brackifh, naufeeus, and heavier 
than the Epfom; alfo contains more 
marine falt, and jefs calearious nitre ; 
therefore pofibly more irritating, hcat- 
ing, and drying. 

It was ebferved by the gentlemen 
prefent at the experiments, that the 
Oil of Tartar, Spirit ef Hartfhorn, 
&c. produced a white cloud, fufpended 
in the Epfom, but in the Harrigate it 
fubfided, and fell to the bottom of the 
giafs.

In Italian and Engiith, (tho’ 
he converfes with great propriety and 
exaétnefs) from want of practice, he 
has not the fame facility of expreffion. 
His reading is very extenfive ; but hts 
inclinations have led him principally 
to the belles lettres, or polite litera+ 
ture ; in which he includes the great 
hiftorians and orators of Greece 
and Rome. For poetry he hasan en- 
thufiaftic paffion, and (what perhaps 
is the criterion of every man’s tafte 
and feeling) our Shakefpeare is the 
chief object of his adoration, From 
his intimacy with the great writers of 
antiquity, as Xenophon, Thucidides, 
Livy, Tacitus, Piutarch, and fome 
of the moft illuftrious of thefe. latter 
ages, as Sydney, Montefquieu, and 
Beccaria, he has ftrengthened the no- 
tions (b:fore digtated by the happy 
temperature of liis nature) on the rights 
ef mankind in grofs, of the obliga- 
tions which the governing part or ma- 
giftrates (whatever titles they bear) are 
under to make the welfare and profpe- 
rity of the great aggregate their princi- 
pal, their only objeét; and tho’ it may;

thou mayeft from thenceforth and for 
ever be ail in all. 

And forafinuch as thou haft graci- 
oufly and wifely formed mankind of 
two diftinét component parts, the one 
of which neceffarily requires continued 
recruits for the fuftentation of its folids 
and fluids (which to be able to perform 
their fun&ions muft undergo a daily’ 
renoyation), be pleafed, out of thy 
bounteous variety of foods which thou 
haft provided for man, occafionally to 
fupply us with fuch as tha!l beft anfwer 
our wants and nec. flities: and as the 
other part is.of a nature not corporeal, 
but capable of being acted upon, im- 
proved, or debafed by the mediation 
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of fpiritual impreffions; and fince, by 
experience, we find, that the executive 
part of the mind or foul, called the 
will, is fometimes difobedient to the 
commands of the underftanding ; and 
fince we are informed by thy enlight- 
ening word, that this volition of ours 
has contraéted a depravity by the fug- 
geftions of malevolent beings, and in 
confequence thereof is daily fwerving 
from that point of reétitude which 
thould preferve us from fin and guilt, 


‘and thereby incurs thy difpleafure ; be 


pleafed of thine infinite mercy, in confi- 
deration of the atonement made by that 
divine Perfonage thy Son for the fins of 
every penitent offender in this word, 
to blot out our tranfgreffions, of which 
thou haft given us affurance in thy 
bleffed word, when we had only the 
dawning hope of fuch forgivenefs from 
our ewn benevolence, which can only 
be the faint imaze of that attribute of 
mercy which is infinite and effential in 
Thee; which mercy, according to the 
conceptions we have of thy nature, dif- 
fers not in any refpect from what we 
denominate thy juitice. 

And that cur underftandings may be 
illuminated, and our wills reétified, be 
fo indulgent to thy ignorant and im- 
potent creatures, thou moft benevolent 
Being, (according to the promife made 
by thy meritorious Sen our Saveur 
Jefus Chrift) as to aid eur endeavours 
after ‘univerfal righteoufnefs, by the 
influence of that divine perfon, who, in 
condefcenfion to our finite and circum- 
fcribed capacities, is from his office 
ftiled the Holy Ghoft, that this ever 
bleffed fpirit may communicate with 
our fpirits ; fo that by him we may be 
taught to know, ‘and enabled to do 
fuch things as thow didft defign and 
doft require us to perform ; and which, 
by thy all-wife appointment, are na- 
turally produ€tive of our perfeétion and 
happinefs, both here and hereafter.

terrupted in the wildernefs. Can there 
be a more direét oppofition between 
what the book of Jothua fays and what 
this writer makes it fay ?

Thus, according to the: Philofophical 
Di&ionary, the Fews were circumcifed 
in the wildernefs, and according to 
the Treatife on Toleration, they were 
not circumcifed in the wildernefs.

Till we difprove this affertion, let it

Therefore, according to 
the fame article in the Di&tionary, the 
pofterity of Abraham was circumcifed, 
fome lines higher, in the wildernefy, 
and fome lines lower, in the promifed 
land ; fome lines higher before Fo/bua, 
and fome lines lower in the time of 
Fofoua. Let this, if poffible, be ree 
conciled. -

Mofes, Aaron, and -all the Jews 
who died in the wildernefs, being cir- 
cumcifed, and not having been fo in 
the wildernefs, as the {cripture in- 
forms us, and as M. de Voltaire him- 
felf afferts, we fhould’be glad -if he 
would inform us, where they were cir- 
cumcifed. 

Add, that if the Jews neglected 
circumcifion during the two hundred 
and five years of their fojourning in E-.

. UNLUCKILY, no orders relating 
tothe intended general retreat had b:ew 
poblifhed ; and as the refolntion of re- 
treating was Known to the whole gar- 
rifon by report, many imagined that 
every one was to*fhift for himfelf: 
Upon this prefumption feveral left the 
fagtory,; and made their retreat 10 the 
thips. Among the number «ho left 
the factory in this unaccountab'e man- 
ner; were, ‘Governor Drake, Mr. 
Mackett, Captain Comniandant Miné 
chig, and Captain Grant. In lef than 
a quarter of an hour, thofe who per‘e- 
vered in def. nding the fort found them- 
felves abandoned by al! the members 
of council, and the military officers ; 
and had the mortification to fee them- 
felves deprived of the means of retreat. 
ing, by the defertion of the thips and 
boats ; the Daddely falling down fir, 
and the: reft qne after another fol- 


lowing her example, till hardly {% 
much: as a boat: was’ left to-curry a 
meflage. - i¥ 

As foon as it was known that*the 
Governor had left thie fa&tory, the gate 
towards the river was immediately 
locked te pr¢vent any farther defertion, 
aiid the geveral voice of the garrifon’ 
called for Mr. Holwell to take the 
charge of their defence, A council 
being hafti'y fummoned, Mr. Peaikes 
(the fenior then on thove) waved his» 
right to the government: in favour of 
Mr, Holwell, who in-all refpeéts ated 
as commander in chicf, and exerted his 
utmoft'to encourage-the men. Signals’ 
were every where thrown owt’ for the: 
fhips to return to their ftations ; butin. . 
vain, ‘tor there never was one effort 
made in the two days thie garrifén held’ 
out to fend a boat or veflcl to'bring off , 
any part of the garrifon: 

All the zgth the enemy pnffied. on 
their attack with vigour, and; having 
pofleffed themfeives ‘of, thechurch, they . 
galled the garrifon ina terrible man-" - 
ner. In oderto prevent the havock, 
we mounted a quantity of broad cloth 
in bales, with’ whieH we made tra- 
vérfes along thecurtains: and baftions ;° 
we fixed up likewile fome bales of cot- 
ton againtt the parapets, and did every 
thing'in our power to baffle their at- 
tempts, and to hold out, if poffible,, 
till the Prince George (a company’s 
fhip employed. in the country) could 
drop down low enough to give us dn 
opportunity of getiing-on board. 

‘This thip had, on the: corimence- 
ment of holtilicies, been ordered vp te 
Perrins, to affift that redoubt 3° but, on 
theenemy’s changing their rout, the 
Prince George was no longer necef- 
fary there, and therefore was ordered” 
to fall down to her ftation at Calcutta. 
She was in fight on the rgth, abont 
noon, ‘ahd was now the only glimmer, 
ing hope that remained to efcape fall- 
ing into the hands of the Moors, It 
was, however, otherwife. determined 
by Providence ; for, by fome fatality, 
the Prince George ram aground, and 
was never after vot off, 

The enemy ‘u'pended their attack,, 
asulual, when it grew dark ; but the 
night was not: lefs dreadful on that ac- 
count. The heufes adjoining tothe 
fort were many of them fet on fire, and 
exhibited a. fpegtacie of unfpeakable, 
terror, We were. furrounded, on. all 
fides by the Nabob's forces, which 
“made.a retreat by land impratticable ; 
and we had not even the thadow of 

ho pe 
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hepe.to effe& a retreat by water, after 
the Prince George had. sunaground. 

On the zoth, at, the, firtt appearance 
of dawn, the befiegers renewed their 
cannonading. They now puthed the 
fiege with more vigour than ever.— 
About eight they attempted to break 
into the factory by- windows’ which 
we liad neglested'te brick up. “While 
every body was intent upon repelling 
this attempt, an alarm was {pread that 
the enemy were {caling’ the north weft 
baftion. Part of thegarrifon was there- 
upon detached to prevent this attempt, 
and the hottelt fireenfued for about two 
hours we had yet feen on both fides. 
The befiegers were at length defeated; 
and retired with lofs; but they. con- 
tinted to cannonade, and’ with ‘their 
wall-pieces and mufquetry did infinite 
mifchief, ; 

It was now thought advifeable to en- 
deavour to pacify the Nabob, and to 
intercede for peace by the mediation of 
Méinekehand, his firt Minifter, to 
whom Omichund, by Mr. Holwell’s 
dire&tion, wrote a letter ; but though 
the meffenger who.carried it obtained a 
pals, yet we never received any an{wer. 
At noon, indeed, there was a fudden 
ceffation of firing on the enemy's part 5 
and from that -eircamfance we con 
eeived hopes thatOmichund’s letter had 
been received, arid had produced thé 
defired effe&t. About four a ferjeart, 
ftationed on the front gate of the fac. 
tory, came to Mr. Holweil, and inform. 
ed himy that one, of the Nabob’s peo- 
ple made figns for us to ceafe firing, 
and orders were inftantly given for a 
fufpenfion of hoftilities on our pait ; 
but in half an.hour intelligence ‘was 
brought to Mr. Holwell, that the ene- 
my was crowding urider the walls of 
the fort to the eaftward and fouth. 
ward, who, notwithRanding their mul- 
titudes, were fufféred to advance with- 
out moleftation, up*n a miftaken no- 
tion that a capitulation had faken 
place. Inthe mean timé, a body of the 
enemy began (caling the walls of the 
north-welt baftion, and another party 
began to do the fame to the fouthward, 
As foon as: this was. known, a Dutclis 
man of the artillery company broke o« 
pen the back door of the faétory, and, 
with others, attempted to make theit 
efcape that way. The befiegers’ now 
poured in upon’ tis in great numbers 
from all quarters ; and Mr, Holwe'l, 
finding it impolfible any longer to r2- 
fit the enemy, or maintain the fort, 
delivered up his fword to a Jammase 


dar that had fcaled»the walls; this was - 
followed by the whole garrifon, who 
threw down their arms, and by that 
a& furrendeved them(elves prifoners at 
difcretion..- The fa&tory was in a. few 
minutes filled with the, enemy, who 
began plundering every . thi 
could lay theit hands on... We were 
rifled of our watches, buckles, and mo- 
ney ; but no violence was done to our 
perfons, In hort, the Moors were 
wholly taken up in plundering till the 
Subah entered the fort, which was a 
little after five in the afternoon, car+ 
ried ‘in a kind of Jitter, His. younger 
brother accompanied him in another, 
Surajah Dowla feemed_ aftonifhed at 
the fmallnefs_of the garrifon, and im- 
mediately enquired for.
